of acquainting themselves with CATHINK, Its product and services. '

CATllINK by LATKASH, its chief and KUBAHK representative, will be included, ' 
this visit la not connected with our standing Invitation to Dr. OTUECKNER or^any- 
one else to visit CATHINK. . ' 

6. , We look forward to your comments regarding 3G reaction to yoitr* / 

briefing. Hay we suggest that for the time being, should the subject come up; 
you stress closer Br//3G cooperation as far as CATHINK Is concerned in favor 

of direct SG participation and access. Again we emphasize the SG*s interest 
from An evaluation standpoint (and this Is the primary Interest of the SO guests . ^ 
PAAR and BUERGER), since the SC*s Interest In CATODiK In support of Ita Inves- 
tigative responsibility la unchallenged and presents no problems. 
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
